George Collins Pays Penalty for 


Participation in Shooting of De- 


tective Who Long Shadow- 


ed Him for a Robbery. 


Union, Mo., March 26.—George Col- 


lins was hanged in the jail yard at 
1:35 o'clock. 


Collins ascended'the scaffold calmly 


and deliberately. He glanced once at 
the noose and then dropped his eyes. 
Just as the cap was adjusted Collins 
uttered his last words to a jail guard; 
"Well, good bye, old man.'" Collins' 
neck was not broken and he died from 
strangulation. The drop was nine 
feet. The drop fell one minute and 
ten seconds after Collins had reached 
the platform. 


Collins and Rudolph, occupying op- 


found evidence that led him to ttc- 
lieve that the robbers werem hiding 
near Stanton, a village about 20 miles 
from Union. Disguised as a huater, 
Schumacher visited Rudolph's 
home 


anfl found Collins and Rudolph there. 
Soon afterward; Schumacher returned, 
with three deputy sheriffs, and at- 
tempted to arrest Collins and Rudolph^ 
on suspicion of having committed the 
| robbery. Collins and. Rudolph resist- 
ed, and in the fight that followed, 
Schumacher was.-sJitft dead. 


Collins and Rudolph fled and on 


March 1, 1903, were arrested at Hart- 
ford. Conn., and brought to St. Louis, 
for sale-keeping, pending trial' ' alt 
Union, the county seat of Franklin 
county: One week before t&e time' 
se.t for *ho trial, Rudolph 'made-a sen- 
sational escape from, the St. touts 
jail, and1 was recaptured in Kansas 
about a month ago.. In the meantime, 
Collins had been feried on th^charge 
6f participation in the killing of Senu- 
macher, convicted and sentenced to 
death. The supreme court of Missouri 
affirmed .the verdict of the 
circuit 


court and Collins was sentenced to ba 
hanged, March 11. He was reprieved

SALTS IN THE 
SEA, 


The Four V«ric;V« That Are \V««hed 


Out of the Earth. 


Why should the sea be salt when the 


lakes and rivers are fresh? 
This is 


a question that comparatively few peo- 
ple stop to think about. They recognise 
the fact, but do not take the trouble to 
reason about It. 


There lire four salts In sea water— 


sodium chloride (common salt), mag- 
nesium, potassium and en Mum. These 
are minerals and are washed out of the 
rocks of the earth by the streams and 
carried to the sea In a state of solution. 


The water of the sea is being con 


stantly evaporated, and it cornea to the 
laud as rain, snow, hull or sleet. Bui. 
this evaporation leaves Ui? salt in the 
sea, and us the streams are all the 
time carrying more salt there the quan- 
tity is constantly Increasing, but so 
gradually that It is not noticed in the 
Wlltfi. 
It has hern estimated that If all the 


salt were obtained out of the waters 
of the sea there would be enough to 
cover the comment of North America 
to n depth of half n mllo.

used by the people is all obtained from 
sor. water, but not where there are suit 
Bent's or salt springs, for tile quality 
of that obtained from them Is much su- 
perior to that yielded by sea water.
